Baltimore's m arkets are 
an institution— an institution 
pic­ 
turesque and venerable and of a size 
and solidity that commands respect­ 
ful attention. Lexington m arket f o r 
instance, is three squares long, with 
1.2**0 stalls, an i .‘>0,000 people visit 
it on many Saturday*. 
Sight of Town 
The markets are one of the sights 
of the town, like St. Peter's in Rome 
or the Wnite House in W ashington. 
The visitor is taken forth to see them 
as he is taken to see the Falls at 
Niagara. The streets 
for 
blocks 
around take on a m arket-day atm os­ 
phere 
Temporary stalls are set up 
on either side. until there is only 
a narrow lane left in the middle of 
the highway where the big cars nose 
their way a foot at a time. Country­ 
men and farmers draw up their wa- 
gon-loads of produce along the curb 
and wait philosophically 
for 
p u r­ 
chasers. scorning the practice of the 
recent immigrant 
who is wont to 
cry his wares. 
Candy-stands 
and 
flower-stands and peanut-stands ap­ 
peal to the esthetic and the gastrono­ 
mic functions of the olfactory nerve. 
The street faker is in his 
glory. 
Perched on a coffee-box 
he extols 
the merits of a “ miraculous 
inden­ 
tion, ladies and gentlem en— a com ­ 
bination of the South American sapo- 
pa tree. the Fast Indian senega root 
and the Mexican am m onia plant— a 
combination shaving-soap. shoe pol­ 
ish and complexion beautifier.”

| Oallinger’s right to punish thus a political opponent. The president of 
the United States must have an appointment flung back in his face, the 
people of the United States must be deprived of the services of the best 
qualified man for the place, in order to feed fat a single senator’s an­ 
cient grudge.

The age of the system in Balti­ 
more has had the effect of obviat­ 
ing certain objections th at arise in 
cities where it is introduced later 
in m unicipal progress. For instance, 
it is som ething of a problem to rec­ 
oncile the rights of the retail grocer 
with the activities of the stall keep­ 
er. The grocer is a tax-payer, a rent 
payer, and an em ployer of labor, 
while the m ark et stall pays no tax­ 
es. very little rent, and is usually 
operated by the proprietor, who thus 
becomes som ething of a favored com­ 
petitor. In Baltimore, however, the 
m arkets came before 
the 
grocery 
stores, and the grocers had the com- 
j petition to reckon on when they en ­ 
tered the business. In actual p ra c -, 
tice, the neighborhood 
of the m ar-! 
kets has proved a favorable location I 
for ordinary retail shops of all sorts 
on account of the crowds 
draw n. 
Some of the local grocers go farther, 
and rent and operate stalls on m ar­ 
ket days.

m ark ets — there are 
eleven of th em — are m unicipal in­ 
stitutions. They can easily be oper­ 
ated a t a profit, not

rental of stalls, but by renting the 
big halls that some of the buildings 
contain.
